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EDGING OF CORALLINE POINT 
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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR FOR THE YEAR 
1923 
The year 1923 was begun with enthusiasm by members of the 
staff and with an increased sense of pulling together and 
effective codperation which assured the largest return in the 
form of service rendered. 

Perhaps the greatest factor in this enthusiasm was an in- 
creased sense of security following the raising of the General 
Endowment Fund by a committee of Trustees in the fall of 
1922. This fund seemed to assure sufficient income for expenses 
for the next year or two; beyond that period an increased en- 
dowment and a greatly enlarged membership will be required if 
the work of the Museum is to continue and develop normally. 

Next to the endowment for general purposes the greatest 
cause for increased enthusiasm during the past year has been 
the splendid additions to the collections, coming as gifts from 
interested friends or acquired for the Dudley P. Allen, Hinman 
B. Hurlbut, and Charles W. Harkness Collections. The value of 
still larger purchase funds was emphasized by important ac- 
quisitions secured from accumulated income in the Wade Fund. 

Another year has found the Museum giving, to those who 
make useof it, anincreasing amount of inspiration andenjoyment. 

That the efforts of those responsible for its development are in 
a measure successful is borne out by the appreciative letters re- 
ceived from visitors from other cities and older countries. These 
commendations are valued the more highly because they were 
received from people familiar with many museums, both here 
and in Europe; they are referred to in no spirit of pride, but 
rather that those who help support the Museum may know 
that it is rated well by others. Gratifying as these comments 
are, their main result is to give to those who are responsible a 
determination to justify every word of approval more and more 
fully as time goes on. 

GENERAL 
The most notable single happening of the year 1923 was the 
first election of Foundation Benefactors and Endowment Bene- 
factors, two new classes provided for in the revision of article 
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VII of the by-laws. Those elected to these classes are carried 
perpetually on the rolls. The first Foundation Benefactors 
(whose gifts to the Museum exceed five hundred thousand 
dollars in value) are *Mrs. J. H. Wade, and Mrs. Liberty E. 
Holden. The first to be elected as Endowment Benefactors in 
appreciation of gifts in excess of one hundred thousand dollars 
are: *Dudley P. Allen, *Mrs. Charles W. Harkness, Edward S. 
Harkness, Ralph King, Mrs. P. J. McMyler, Mrs. F. F. Pren- 
tiss, John L. Severance, and Mrs. John L. Severance. 

Two bequests were paid in 1923. From the Estate of Liberty 
E. Holden was received fifty thousand dollars to establish a 
fund, one-half of the income to be used to maintain and develop 
the Holden Collection and one-half for lectures and instruction 
in outdoor art. From the Estate of Francis A. Hilliard five 
thousand dollars was received to found the Eleanor Hilliard 
Memorial Fund, the income being unrestricted. 

It is again a source of satisfaction that the Trustees have 
approved the budget for the year 1924, and that it calls for an 
increase of less than 5% over the approved budget for the cur- 
rent year; but even this small enlargement will strain the 
present resources unless income from membership and un- 
restricted funds is increased. 

It is intended in this report to summarize the work of the 
year, which can only be fully comprehended by those who read 
also the reports from the Curators and other heads of depart- 
ments. These departmental reports present the points of view 
of those in charge of the various Museum activities and deserve 
the careful consideration which the Director bespeaks for them. 
It is desirable that our members should know the men and 
women who are earnestly working with the Director to make 
the Museum a live institution, serving the public fully, and 
with the widest possible contacts. 

Ninety people were employed in the Museum at the end of 
December. Of these eighteen were employed only part time; 
the rest were giving full time and faithful service. 

The organization continues to grow in effectiveness, with 
fewer losses than before, and most of those from the two natural 
causes—matrimony and death. This steadiness of employment 
is in large part due to our payment annually of an employees’ 
*Deceased 
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bonus of twenty-five dollars for each year of continuous service, 
with a maximum of one hundred and fifty dollars per year. 
These bonuses are paid at the end of June to employees who had 
earned them on December 31 and are still working for the 
Museum on June 30. These payments are particularly wel- 
come because they come at a time when vacation expenses are 
looming large. Next June maximum payments will be made to 
fifteen, six of whom are employed in the Superintendent’s 
department; fifteen others will receive amounts over one 
hundred dollars each. Out of ninety employees sixty-five will 
receive bonuses totalling $5,712.50. 


THE TRUSTEES 


The Board of Trustees held seven meetings during the year, and 
the Executive Committee met once. Attendance at meetings 
has been even better than heretofore, although several members 
of the Board have been absent for extended periods. The year 
brought Mr. Wade back from his travels to active participation, 
as President, in the work of the Museum, which resulted in a 
renewed interest and enthusiasm on the part of all. 


THE ACCESSIONS COMMITTEE 


One of the most important functions of the Museum is most 
faithfully performed by the Accessions Committee, which 
passes upon all objects offered to the Museum as gifts or for 
purchase. During the year eleven meetings were held at which 
careful consideration was given to the many objects submitted 
for decision. 
THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 

A standing Committee on Finance was appointed during the 
year, to have charge of the investment of trust funds and to 
confer with Trust Companies having charge of endowment 
funds. The members of this Committee are William G. Mather, 
Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., and John Huntington Hord. 


THE ADVISORY COUNCIL 


As in the past individual members of the Advisory Council have 
been frequently consulted upon important matters, and have 
thus given most valuable assistance to the Staff. 


The membership of the Council remains as it was except for 
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the withdrawal of Edward A. Merritt, and the following new 
appointments:

Mrs. H. H. Johnson Mrs. F. F. Prentiss 
The value of such a group of interested friends as is constituted 
by the Council, each with some special qualifications for service, 

becomes constantly more apparent. 


THE STAFF 


Regular fortnightly meetings of the Staff were held on Thurs- 
days during the winter, except when the Director’s absence 
prevented, fifteen meetings occurring during the year. These 
conferences enable all department heads to briefly explain their 
work and to ask advice from others. They keep the Staff in 
close touch with all that is going on and secure more intelligent 
internal codperation. Frequent conferences with the Curators 
were also held for discussion of questions of policy concerning 
their special work. 

Members of the Staff continue to address audiences both 
verbally and through publications. A list of lectures given and 
articles published will be found on pages 84—88. 

There have been few changes in the Staff during the year, 
none affecting heads of departments, although a Department of 
Paintings was established with Mr. Milliken as Acting Curator. 

Mrs. Dunn and Mr. Milliken each had about three months’ 
leave of absence during the summer months for travel and study 
in Europe. 

The year could not pass without some changes, however. 
Miss Arthur became Mrs. D’Arcy Porter in October, and was 
succeeded by Miss Phoebe W. Cutler, as Assistant in Charge of 
the Print Room. 

Mrs. Bodenhorn resigned as Secretary in the Educational 
Department, on account of home duties. Her place was taken 
by Miss Alice Herron. 

Mrs. Mildred J. Prentiss resigned at the end of the year as 
Mr. Frary’s assistant in the Membership Department, business 
having recalled her husband to Chicago. 

Mrs. Porter, Mrs. Bodenhorn and Mrs. Prentiss will all be 
much missed. Each had served the Museum most efficiently. 

On November ninth James B. Kerr, one of the trusted Cus- 
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todians, was fatally injured by an automobile while on his way 
to the Museum, which he had served faithfully for three years. 


MEMBERSHIP 


The report of the Membership Secretary on page 62 shows a 
loss of 208 members during the year; but of these thirty-three 
were cancellations to correct errors in the previous report. The 
gain of six hundred and seven new members was not enough to 
balance the losses of the year, by resignation and otherwise. 
Sixty-six members were lost by death. 

The need of a largely increased membership is evident and 
the codperation of present members is urged, to the extent of 
securing at least one new member each to help in supporting the 
Museum. An application form will be found on page 129. Please 
use it. 

The same privileges for members have been continued. Seats 
are held for members at all lectures, et cetera, until ten minutes 
before the hour. The special classes for members’ children are 
proving so popular as to overtax our available facilities and to 
make still more urgent the proposed Children’s Museum 
building. 

Five special events were held for members: On January 
twenty-first a program on the Clavilux was given for members 
in the evening, following an afternoon performance for the 
general public which had to be repeated and still failed to 
accommodate all who came. The evening performance drew so 
many members that a large number could not secure seats, 
although again the performance was repeated. Organ recitals 
for members were given by Joseph Bonnet on February four- 
teenth and by Marcel Dupré on March ninth. Both of these 
events proved very popular. 

On April thirtieth was held the private view for members 
opening the Fifth Annual Exhibition of the Work of Cleveland 
Artists and Craftsmen, which was well attended. 

On June seventh members were invited to the opening recep- 
tion and private view of the Third Annual Exhibition of Con- 
temporary American Painting. 


ATTENDANCE 
The attendance for the year 1923 was 301,921, a considerable 
decrease from 1922, although the paid admissions increased 
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by nearly one thousand, apparently due to summer tourists. 
The loss in attendance is difficult to understand, particularly as 
the percentage of those coming for lectures or other definite 
service is 34% as against 30% last year.

FINANCES 


The Treasurer’s Report (pages 89-92) outlines the financial 
conditions and clearly shows the great benefit of the new En- 
dowment Fund. The revenue from this source insured adequate 
income for operating expenses; but only because of efforts to 
economize which made it possible to operate for $17,115.09 less 
than the amount of the approved budget. 

The statement of Income on page 92 shows the sources from 
which the operating expenses of the Museum are met, and on 
page 93 will be found a table showing the approximate principal 
value of funds established with Trust Companies and of those 
held by the Museum. 

Those interested in seeing comparative tables of income and 
expenses will find them on page 94. Tables of income from En- 
dowment and other restricted funds will be found on page 93. 

The savings for the year permitted the payment of the 
employees’ bonus amounting to $5,712.50. 


THE COLLECTIONS 


There have been added to the collections during the year by 
gift 667 items, by purchase 1,233, a total of 1,900 items included 
in 12 different transactions. 

Many of these accessions are referred to by the Curators; but 
here mention must be made of the notable additions by J. H. 
Wade, the important gifts to the Print Department of Whistler 
and other etchings by Mr. and Mrs. Ralph King, and a few 
significant additions to the Dudley P. Allen Collection; impor- 
tant examples of armor and other objects have come from Mr. 
and Mrs. John L. Severance; Mrs. Henry A. Everett has added 
a group of American bronzes to the Dorothy Burnham Everett 
Memorial Collection; and the Ellen Garretson Wade Memorial 
Lace Collection has been given by Mrs. E. B. Greene, Garretson 
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G. Wade and J. H. Wade, Jr., in memory of Mrs. Wade. Alpha- 
betical lists of donors and lenders will be found on page 77. 

Another year of careful study has been spent on the collec- 
tions and it is believed the Museum was never more attractive 
than it is now, or the collections more effectively shown and used. 

No additions have been made to the Huntington or Kelley 
Collections during the year, but a number of important canvases 
have been acquired for the Hurlbut Collection. 


THE CLASSICAL COLLECTION 


The care of the small Classical Collection has been placed in the 
hands of Rossiter Howard, and much study has been given to 
the Collection and plans made for extensions as opportunities 
occur. It is also proposed that the Collection will be rearranged 
under the balcony in the Garden Court, where an extremely 
effective installation should be possible. 

Mr. Howard has also given considerable attention to the 
Egyptian Collection, and has, with the valuable volunteer as- 
sistance of Miss Josephine Jenks, prepared copy for new labels 
which will be printed and in place early in the coming year. 


EXHIBITIONS 


Twenty-two special exhibitons were held, during the year, as 
listed on page 83. These are mentioned in the reports of Cura- 
tors. The Fifth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland 
Artists and Craftsmen embraces all forms of artistic work pro- 
duced within the year by local artists. It continues to absorb 
a large part of the appropriation for exhibits and is doing much 
to develop an interest in local artists. The sales for the past year 
amounted to over $10,500. 
In addition to this annual exhibit of Cleveland artists the

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PUBLICATIONS 

The year was notable for the first printed annual report and for 
the publication for the Museum by the Yale University Press of 
Langdon Warner’s important volume on “Japanese Sculpture 
of the Suiko Period.” There is also in press another significant 
volume, and the proposed gallery handbook is in preparation, 
both to be published during 1924. 

The Bulletin continues to take much time from various mem- 
bers of the staff, but it is believed that it is a valuable means of 
communication with members and others, and justifies the 
effort involved. 

To Mr. Frary is due the main credit for the special Cleveland 
double number of Art and Archaeology issued in October. 
Several members of the staff contributed articles and the art 
interests and development of Cleveland were clearly shown. It 
took a good deal of effort to gather the material and its publi- 
cation provides the first adequate description of Cleveland’s 
position as an art center. 


DEPARTMENTAL DEVELOPMENT 

The only change during 1923 was the establishment of a Depart- 
ment of Paintings with William M. Milliken as Acting Curator. 
While a definite effort is made to so guide purchases as to safe- 
guard a balanced development of the Museum, the Decorative 
Arts Department has had by far the larger part of the funds 
for the past two years. This was the result of unusual oppor- 
tunities, in part due to Mr. Milliken’s visits to Europe, and will 
be equalized over a number of years. 

The Print Department has also made remarkable growth as 
shown in Mr. Sizer’s report on page 45. 

As time goes on it is hoped to develop a group of friends who 
are specially interested in each department, to whom the 
Director and Curators can turn for assistance when unusual 
opportunities arise for which regular funds are not available. 
Such a friendly relationship has great possibilities not only of 
benefit to the Museum but also of pleasure to those who thus 
aid in developing special collections. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF MUSICAL ARTS 


An important experiment in Music Appreciation with the 
public school children is being tried this winter, part of the cost 
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of which is being financed by The Music Fund of Boston. A por- 
tion of the cost of the organ recitals and string quartet recitals 
is met by a grant from the Juilliard Musical Foundation of 
New York. 

It was found advisable to remove the organ to the balcony 
of the Garden Court where a clearer tone and greater resonance 
could be secured. The work is practically finished and a success- 
ful result is assured. The organ will be first played in its new 
position by Charles M. Courboin on the evening of January 
sixteenth. 

Mr. Moore has acted as organist and choir master at the 
chapel of Adelbert College and has given a half year course on 
The Appreciation of Music at Adelbert, which has been well 
attended. Mr. Quimby has also been leader of the Glee Club at 
Adelbert, so that the closest codperation exists between the 
College and the Museum in musical matters. 


THE EDUCATIONAL WORK 


Attention is specially called to the significant report of Mr. 
Howard on page 64. This shows clearly the careful planning and 
trained guidance which are making this Department more and 
more vital and ever more widely used. 

The demands are such as to make still more urgent the need 
for the new Children’s Museum building for which an appeal 
was made last year. The fairy godfather has not appeared; 
but our faith is not shaken, and we feel confident the means will 
soon be forthcoming to give this great opportunity to the 
children of Cleveland. 

No one begrudges the money given for the unfortunate and 
handicapped child, but there is a real need for constructive help 
in training the talented and super-normal children, who are to 
become the great leaders of the future. It would be difficult to 
imagine a greater pleasure than to give them this opportunity 
and to watch the results. 

The relations with the school authorities continue most for- 
tunate. Miss Horton and Miss Malin, the appointees of the 
Board of Education, are doing splendid work in the Museum, 
and Superintendent Jones and his assistants are frequently 
giving evidence of their appreciation of our codperation. 
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THE LIBRARY 


The report of Miss Sill on page 69 shows how steadily the use- 
fulness of the Library increases as its facilities grow. 

The value of such a reference library to the staff cannot be 
overestimated, and it is hoped that larger funds may soon be 
available to permit the more rapid acquisition of needed books. 
That the public is constantly extending its use of the Library is 
evident from the report. The lending of a stereopticon to mem- 
bers who borrow slides is a new service which it is hoped may 
require the adding of other lanterns later. 


THE PRINT CLUB 

One reason for the phenomenal growth of the Print Department 
has been the enthusiastic support of The Print Club, an auxil- 
iary organization for the purpose of aiding the Department and 
developing an interest in prints in the community. 

The Club held two informal meetings during the year. On 
December third, Frank Weitenkampf, Curator of Prints, New 
York Public Library, spoke in the Print Room to club members 
on “The Rich Art of the Wood Engraver.” The annual meeting 
was held on February twenty-first, at which time William M. 
Ivins, Jr., Curator of the Department of Prints, The Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, New York, spoke on “Prints in Gen- 
eral: their origin, their reasons for being, and their social role 
and importance.” 

Following this talk and its informal discussion the following 
officers were elected: President, L. C. Hanna, Jr.; Vice Presi- 
dents, M. Cor, Epwarp B. Greene, Mrs. Matcoitm 
L. McBripe; Treasurer, Eowarp B. Greene; Secretary and 
Assistant Treasurer, THEODORE S1zER; Executive Committee, 
Cuar_es T. Brooks, Ratpu M. Cog, L. C. Hanna, Jr., 
Kinc, Mrs. Matcotm L. McBripe; Acquisition Committee, 
Cuartes T. Brooks, RatpH M. Cor, Epwarp B. GREENE, 
L. C. Hanna, Jr., Kine. 

The Club spent $2,720 during 1923 for the purchase of 21 
prints for the Museum, and also material illustrating the proc- 
ess of lithography. The total expenditures for gifts to the 
Museum, since its organization in 191g, is $18,988.41. 

The Committee at a meeting on December thirteenth decided 
to revise membership conditions to provide a class of Associate 
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Members who pay at least $10 per year and to reduce the duesof 
artist members to $5. It was also decided to issue one print each 
year, theedition to be limited to the membership. Henry G. Keller 
has been invited to prepare an etching to be presented in 1924. 
The Club is to purchase an etching press and etching equip- 
ment, to be available at the Museum for Club members. 


NATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 

The eighteenth annual meeting of The American Association of 
Museums was held in Charleston, South Carolina, on April 
fourth to seventh, to aid in celebrating the one hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the founding of the first museum in 
America in that city. It was the Director’s pleasant duty to 
preside at this notable convention, his term as President expir- 
ing at the close of its sessions. He remains on the Board of 
Directors and Executive Committee for a further term. 

At these sessions the plan for an extension of the functions of 
the Association, the establishment of national headquarters, 
and the employment of an executive staff, was approved. 
Offices have since been opened in the Smithsonian Institution 
in Washington; a Director and an Executive Secretary have been 
appointed, and the foundations are already well laid for one of 
the most significant developments in museum history. 

On May twenty-first and twenty-second this Museum acted 
as host to The Association of Art Museum Directors. Messrs. 
Ralph King and William G. Mather entertained the delegates 
at dinner at the Country Club, following tea served at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph King and visits to the homes of 
Messrs. John L. Severance and William G. Mather. 

On May twenty-third to twenty-sixth the Director and Mrs. 
Whiting attended the fourteenth annual convention of The 
American Federation of Arts in St. Louis. The Director pre- 
sided at one of the sessions, and spoke on “The New Museum 
Movement” at the Annual Banquet. The meetings were full of 
interest and inspiration and the people of St. Louis provided 
delightful entertainment. At the subsequent meeting of the 
Board the Director was elected a member of the Board. 


COOPERATION 


The Cleveland Museum Council met less frequently this year, 
due in part to Mr. Rea’s protracted absences in connection with 
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the outfitting of the “Blossom”’; but the idea of close codpera- 
tion among the museums continues and there will be more 
meetings the coming year. 

A careful study has been made and much thought given to 
the problem of more definite codrdination of all the educational 
institutions of the city. This includes the future location of 
the museums in a common group. It is believed that Cleveland 
presents a most unusual opportunity for constructive planning 
and wise coéperation along these linesyand it is hoped that the 
coming year will see some very definite progress. 

Every effort has been made to codperate fully with all local 
organizations with which helpful contact could be secured. 

Efforts have also been made to avoid, so far as possible, 
duplication of lecture and other engagements on the same night 
by various organizations whose officers should codéperate fully. 
The Museum changed its regular iecture night from Wednesday 
to Friday at the urgent request of the churches, with a resultant 
falling off in attendance; but some churches still hold social 
meetings on Friday evenings. One of the leading clubs has also 
scheduled events on Friday evenings, preventing those who are 
members of both organizations from participating. 

Members of the Staff have attended meetings of the Inter- 
Arts Supper Club and have spoken at various meetings of 
local organizations to which they belong. 

The report of Mr. Howard on page 65 refers to the many 
ways in which the Department of Educational Work codéperates. 
This service covers contacts with colleges, the School of Edu- 
cation, public, private and parochial schools, clubs, etc. It in- 
cludes several conferences with groups of teachers and the four- 
day Institute of the teachers of Cuyahoga County. 

The Cleveland School of Art sends students to lectures, for 
work in the library and to an increasing extent for work in the 
galleries. It has used the lecture hall for the graduation exer- 
cises and also for a lecture by Lorado Taft, and has had the use of 
gallery IX in October for the annual exhibit of work by students. 

The Public Library continues to codperate in every possible 
way. Extension exhibits are placed in the branch libraries. The 
Museum Library is maintained as a station of the Public Li- 
brary and duplicate cards are exchanged so that our card files 
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show books available in the art department at the Main Li- 
brary, and vice versa. 

The College for Women sent students for work in the 
Museum occasionally, but it is hoped this use may be increased 
in the future. They have also been given the use of the hall for 
lectures. The hall has been used once each by the Cleveland 
Institute of Music, the Sculptor’s Society, the Yale Alumni 
Association, the Shaker Heights Garden Club, the Cleveland 
Public Library, and by the Public School authorities for several 
teachers’ conferences. It is hoped that plans may be developed 
for greater use of the Museum by the men students at Western 
Reserve University and Case School of Applied Science, and 
plans looking to this end are now under consideration. 

The Department of Musical Arts continues to maintain a 
sympathetic relation with other musical organizations in the city. 

As usual much time has been happily given to distinguished 
visitors and museum officials who desired to see the collections 
and the building and its equipment. Still more time has been 
given to architects, prospective donors of new museum build- 
ings, and museum officials interested in special problems and 
seeking to benefit by our experience and advice. Such inter- 
views are mutually helpful and the hours given to such service 
are indeed well spent. 

The death of Miss Georgie Leighton Norton, Associate 
Director of The Cleveland School of Art, saddened her many 
friends. She gave thirty-two years of devoted service not only 
to the School but to all the art interests of Cleveland. This 
report would not be complete without a tribute to her devoted 
and unselfish service to the cause of art in this community. 

Mention should also be made of the tragic death in France of 
G. J. DeMotte, who had been a friend to this, as to many other 
museums, and had during the past year presented an important 
piece of sculpture to this Museum. 

Your Director seeks to maintain as close touch as possible 
with the organizations in the city whose sympathetic under- 
standing of our problems is important, and with whom service 
can be rendered for the broad art interests of Cleveland. He has 
served on the City Plan Committee and the Committee on 
Education at the Cleveland Chamber of Commerce and has 
been chairman of a sub-committee dealing with various prob- 
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lems affecting the building code, advertising signs, etc. He has 
also tried to keep in touch with professional groups through 
membership in the Cleveland Society of Artists and the Cleve- 
land Chapter of the American Institute of Architects. As 
Chairman of the Jury to whom is delegated the authority to 
purchase paintings with the income of the Mary A. Warner 
Fund, he has aided in selecting from the annual exhibition 
suitable paintings for the Mary A. Warner Collection, which 
are deposited in the Museum and from time to time shown in 
schools and libraries. He has talked at the morning assemblies 
to students at Adelbert College and The Cleveland School of 
Art; discussed the work of the Museum before the Philosophical 
Club, and addressed a meeting of the Optical Society of 
America during their sessions held at the Case School of Applied 
Science. He was asked to lead and close the discussion on ‘““The 
Place an Art Museum should occupy in a Municipality” before 
the Contemporary Club in Philadelphia. 

The growing demands upon his time within the walls of the 
Museum make it increasingly difficult to find opportunity for 
many desirable contacts which should be kept alive for the 
benefit of the Museum; but the organization is such that more 
leisure in the near future seems a reasonable expectation. 

The Director wishes to acknowledge his indebtedness to the 
members of the Staff and all other employees for their loyal and 
enthusiastic support. It is this united effort which creates the 
atmosphere so notable when present in any organization, and 
so apparent when absent. There has been a constant effort to 
develop a fine spirit of service in the Museum which would 
make each employee—no matter what his position—feel that 
he was working not alone for his salary. It is confidently 
believed every one of the ninety men and women employed in 
the Museum has a real desire to so perform his tasks as to make 
his contribution toward the smooth running of the organization 
as nearly one hundred per cent as possible. 

The spirit of service and the desire on the part of all to do 
each task efficiently and quickly has had much to do with the 
economical and effective operation of the Museum during the 
past year.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF PAINTINGS 
M. Acting Curator 


The Department of Paintings has been the recipient of impor- 
tant paintings during the year, and the collections have been 
further augmented from time to time by pictures loaned and by 
numerous special exhibitions. 

Among the gifts which should be particularly mentioned are 
the Cazin “Moonlight at Midnight” and Ziem’s “Venice, 
Grand Canal,” which came as the gift of the late Charles 
W. Harkness. Another fine example of Ziem’s work, “The 
Grand Canal,” was given by D. Z. Norton. These two 
examples of Ziem excellently represent the artist and the 
Venice which he nearly always chose for his subject. Mrs. 
Edward S. Harkness presented Walter McEwen’s “Ghost 
Story,” a picture which has a long list of important awards in 
the leading European exhibitions, and Frederic S. Porter pur- 
chased from The Fifth Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleve- 
land Artists and Craftsmen Henry G. Keller’s water color, 
“The Hermitage, Talavera,” for the Museum Collection. Other 
gifts include a panel by Henry Golden Dearth presented by the 
late Jacques Seligmann in memory of the artist; “Child and 
Doll” by Elliot Torrey, the gift of Arthur H. Marks; “Reflec- 
tive Mood” by Carl J. Nordell from the North Shore Art Asso- 
ciation, of which the Museum is a member; ““Tropic Castles” 
by Herman Dudley Murphy, from J. H. Wade; “Interior of a 
School Coranique” by Mammeri, the gift of Jacques Cartier; 
and “View Overlooking Cassis” by A. G. Warshawsky, given by 
the artist in memory of his mother. 

By purchase the Hinman B. Hurlbut Collection has acquired 
four extremely important pictures, two oils and two water 
colors. The oils are Leon Kroll’s ‘““The Park, Winter” and 
Augustus Vincent Tack’s “Rosa Mystica.”” They are both ex- 
amples of the best of contemporary American work and add 
greatly not only to the effect of the American Room but to the 
importance and significance of the Hurlbut Collection. The 
water colors are a Winslow Homer, “‘The Buccaneers,” painted 
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in 1885 in the Bahamas, long a well-known picture, referred to 
by Downes at considerable length in his work on Winslow Homer 
and formerly in the Thomas B. Clarke Collection; and “A 
Flower Study” by Charles Demuth, one of the most significant 
exponents of this often underestimated medium. 

Mrs. Henry A. Everett and Hoyt L. Warner have repeated 
their loans of American art which it has been a pleasure to 
record in the past. By them the Museum has been able to repre- 
sent more adequately the field of American painting. Mrs. 
Everett’s loans include the work of many different artists, and 
Mr. Warner’s are principally canvases by Arthur B. Davies, 
but include well-known examples of the work of J. Alden Weir, 
J. H. Twachtman, and Henry Golden Dearth. Two miniatures 
were loaned by Mr. and Mrs. Gabriel Fullard Smith. 

During the summer anonymous loans of great importance 
were exhibited in Gallery IX, for which it is especially desired 
to express the Museum’s appreciation. Another interesting 
loan consisted of the fine American pictures lent by W. H. 
Warner. Mrs. Henry C. Wick has again lent for a period her 
beautiful portrait of the “Comtesse de Belfort” by Raphael 
Mengs, and one of the most important late examples of Paul 
Cezanne’s work “The Pigeon Tower at Montbriard” has been 
loaned anonymously. It is also desired to emphasize the group 
of later nineteenth century French canvases, hung for so long in 
Gallery VII. The importance of these loans can hardly be esti- 
mated, as by them the most important French masters are 
represented by examples of their finest work. Their exhibition 
has been a rare privilege for Cleveland. Two charming eight- 
eenth century French pictures by Jean Baptiste Pater loaned 
by William G. Mather were hung in Gallery II, where they 
added greatly to the effect of the ensemble. 

The painting galleries were rehung at various times and the 
pictures in these rooms were augmented by a series of special 
exhibitions in Galleries IX and X. Among the most important 
of these were the Exhibition of Dutch Pictures from the Jacques 
Goudstikker Collection, which carried over from the preceding 
year; a group of canvases chosen from the Twenty-first Inter- 
national Exhibition at Carnegie Institute, Pittsburgh; the 
work of the Taos Society of Artists; and a group of thirty-one 
paintings by Sidney Dickinson, Frederick Frieseke, Eugene

special Exhibition of American Arts and Crafts and the yearly 
exhibition of the work of The Cleveland School of Art. 

In addition to these, The Fifth Annual Exhibition of Work by 
Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen achieved the greatest success 
in the annals of these exhibitions and fifty-eight items were sold 
for a total of $10,540. It is believed that by means of this annual 
show the Museum is raising materially the quality of Cleveland 
art and also providing a market and public for it. As usual, 
this was followed by the Third Exhibition of Contemporary 
American Painting, in which thirty Cleveland works were hung 
with sixty invited canvases by foremost painters of the country. 
In addition, an invited Contemporary Water Color Exhibition, 
representing all types of the work done in this medium, was held 
with success. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF DECORATIVE ARTS 


M. MI iiken, Curator 


The year 1923 has been one of notable development in the De- 
partment of Decorative Arts. This growth has been made possi- 
ble in part by purchases, and in part by the gifts of interested 
friends. An acknowledgment is made here not only of these gifts, 
but of the genuine interest and sympathy which has prompt- 
ed them. Without this no such progress could have been made. 

In last year’s report, particular emphasis was laid upon the 
necessity of forming a group of the smaller objets d’art. A fine 
start was made last year. This year, the most important acces- 
sions are in this section of the department. Of foremost impor- 
tance is the gift of J. H. Wade of the famous twelfth-thirteenth 
century champlevé enamel cross, formerly one of the chefs- 
d’oeuvre of the Spitzer Collection. This is certainly one of the 
best known and most beautiful examples of its kind, as it is 
perhaps the largest in size, and was published as early as 1885 
by Linas and later by Rupin and other writers on French art. 
Through the generosity of the late G. J. DeMotte, a rare plaque 
of Mosan enamel, from the atelier of the renowned goldsmith, 
Godefroid de Claire, was acquired, and from J. H. Wade came 
four plaques of fourteenth century Italian champlevé enamel, 
similar to those which form a ceinture d’autel preserved in the 
Bargello in Florence. A distinguished painted enamel ewer was 
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also added by J. H. Wade. This is a product of a Venetian 
workshop of the end of the fifteenth or early sixteenth century, 
and is unique in shape among pieces in the best known museum 
collections. Last year a most important eleventh century ivory 
was presented. This year, by joint gift, J. H. Wade and Mr. and 
Mrs. John L. Severance offered the central plaque of an ivory 
tabernacle which has been known for years by connoisseurs 
and is the work of a Parisian workshop of the early fourteenth 
century. It was No. 20 of the Malcolm Collection, dispersed at 
Christie’s in 1913. A beautiful thirteenth century champlevé 
enamel chasse was also loaned by Samuel Mather, and a trans- 
lucent enamel Limoges plate of the sixteenth century by 
William G. Mather. 

The French Gothic sculpture section has had two important 
gifts during the year, the early sixteenth century group of The 
Education of the Virgin, presented by the late G. J. DeMotte, 
and a late fifteenth century wooden female saint, the gift of 
René Gimpel. This section has been also augmented for a time 
by special loans, two statues from Mr. and Mrs. John L. Sever- 
ance, a wooden fourteenth century statue and a sixteenth 
century relief of the School of Troyes from Samuel Mather, 
and a group of seven pieces lent by G. J. DeMotte. 

The furniture and woodwork collection has acquired several 
important new pieces. Foremost among these is a carved 
wooden console which dates from the first third of the eight- 
eenth century. It is perhaps an example of the French Regency 
period, itself, but whether or not that is so, it is in any case an 
example of Regence influence. It shows to a superlative degree 
the ability of the French craftsman and designer to combine 
elaboration with perfect taste. This console was a gift of J. H. 
Wade. With this a group of seven wooden panels makes a happy 
ensemble. They are from the boiserie of a room of the same 
period and country, and form an extremely important addition 
to the Dudley P. Allen Collection. They create the spirit of 
their time and form a suitable background for the furniture. 
Two boxes by Bagard of Nancy, the famous woodcarver who 
specialized in these smaller objects, are also purchases for the 
Dudley P. Allen Collection. A beautiful example of Sévres soft 
paste porcelain, with the date mark of the year 1764 and the 
mark of the decorator, Theverret pére, was given by Arnold 
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Seligmann, Rey & Co. Further additions are two gilded side 
chairs, upholstered in their original silk and bearing the stamp 
of J. B. Lelarge, the well-known ebeniste of the Louis XVI 
Period. A Chippendale side chair was loaned by Elizabeth Nash. 

The collections have been heretofore weak in ceramics. Pur- 
chases and gifts, among which should be noted the piece of 
Sévres mentioned above, strengthen this section materially. 
Italian majolica has never been adequately represented except 
for occasional loans and the beautiful albarello presented by 
J. H. Wade in 1920. Seven additional pieces can now be seen in 
Gallery III, five the gift of J. H. Wade and two given by M. & 
R. Stora of Paris. They are examples of various majolica work- 
shops, Florence, Faenza, Diruta, Gubbio, Castel Durante and 
Siena being each represented. In addition, a group of English 
and German porcelain of the late eighteenth century has been 
added to the Dudley P. Allen Collection. 

A most important series of tapestries, The Seasons, woven by 
a French or Flemish weaver in the late seventeenth century 
after designs by Lucas van Leyden, were hung for several 
months in the Garden Court, where they added materially to 
the ensemble. These were lent by Frank H. Ginn. 

An outstanding acquisition in textiles and laces has been the 
presentation of the Ellen Garretson Wade Memorial Lace Col- 
lection, given by Mrs. E. B. Greene, G. G. Wade, and J. H. 
Wade, Jr., in memory of their mother. In all, it comprises 
eighty-one pieces, nearly all periods and types being repre- 
sented by pieces of exquisite quality. By this gift the Museum 
Collection ranks among the most important lace collections in 
America. An important group of Hungarian peasant embroid- 
eries and four pieces of Rumanian embroidery were also added 
by J. H. Wade. A charming gift from Mrs. David C. Moore was 
a brocaded silk dress, worn as a wedding dress by one of her 
ancestors in 1769. Three pieces of embroidery were also re- 
ceived, a scarf of Madeira work from Mrs. O. S. Coale in the 
name of her daughter, Mrs. Richard Inglis; a skirt front of the 
same type from Mrs. Frank J. Pool; and a most curious Italian 
handkerchief with a representation of Garibaldi and the battle 
of Calatafimi, the gift of Mrs. James H. Dempsey. Loans to this 
section include a beautiful edging of flat grounded Venetian 
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Point lent by Mrs. J. D. Ireland, and three Czech jackets lent 
by S. E. Dettelbach. 

The work of the Textile Department has been much aug- 
mented by the appointment of Gertrude Underhill as assistant 
in charge of the Textile Study Room. Schools and designers 
have used the textiles to a greater extent than ever before. 

A group of American bronzes was added by Mrs. Henry A. 
Everett to the Dorothy Burnham Everett Memorial Collec- 
tion, which she founded last year in memory of her daughter. 
The new bronzes include the Amor Caritas by Augustus Saint 
Gaudens, and others by Anna Hyatt, Edith Parsons, Malvina 
Hoffman, and Nancy Coonsman. Mrs. Salmon P. Halle pre- 
sented the Head of Lincoln by Gutzon Borglum, one of four 
bronzes cast from the marble head which is preserved in the 
Rotunda of the Capitol at Washington. Important loans in- 
clude a group of French and American bronzes, principally 
Rodin’s, Bourdelle’s, and Manship’s, lent by Ralph King, a 
similar group lent by Salmon P. Halle, bronzes lent by George 
E. Gage, Riding Off by Hazeltine lent by R. C. Norton, and a 
Manship bronze loaned anonymously. Lawrence Hitchcock has 
also added twenty-eight additional medals to his collection of 
Contemporary French Medals. The Whistler medal was given 
by Ralph King, the Spielman medal by Frank Bowcher, a 
medal, a pewter porringer and tankard by Mrs. Charles W. 
Wason. 

The Armor Collection, which comes within the care of the 
Decorative Arts Department, has received this year by gift 
from Mr. and Mrs. John L. Severance the most important 
accessions since the original gift. These include a fourteenth 
century hauberk and bascinet of a type totally unrepresented 
heretofore in the Collection, and a sixteenth century suit of 
armor for man and horse. Horse armor is exceedingly rare. This 
is the only suit which has appeared in public sale on this side of 
the Atlantic, and during the past fifty years only two seem to 
have been sold at auction abroad. A black and white guard 
armor, English seventeenth century, consisting of helmet, 
breastplate and tassets, a court sword and a hilt were also in- 
cluded in the gift. During the year Helen Ives Gilchrist has been 
preparing an important catalogue of the Severance Armor Col- 
lection, which will appear during 1924.

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THE DEPARTMENT OF ORIENTAL ART 


THEODORE S1zeER, Curator 


There are many who do not understand why money should be 
spent to develop an Oriental collection here in Cleveland, while 
so much needs to be done by the Museum for the furtherance of 
Western art. The art of the East is neither our idiom, it is 
argued, nor our heritage; so, aside from a few scattered ex- 
amples, why should we concern ourselves with it? But the great 
principles of nature and design, of observation and geometry, 
are as much to be seen, studied, and enjoyed in the art of the 
other half of the world, as in our own. Oriental objects, like all 
materialin the Museum, are displayed both for aesthetic enjoy- 
ment and educational benefit. Inspiration derived from this art is 
apparent not only in the bronzes of Paul Manship, the paint- 
ings and etchings of Whistler, and in the drypoints of Mary 
Cassatt but, what concerns us more, in the work of the public 
school children of Cleveland. The Educational Department has 
preserved drawings made by children from Japanese wood- 
block prints, which, in the feeling for design and structure, are 
so well executed that they justify continued effort on the part 
of the Museum to collect further examples of Oriental art. 

The policy of the Department has been to acquire a few fine 
things rather than a quantity of lesser important objects. 
Following this policy, two major purchases only, were made 
during the year, both being added to the Dudley P. Allen 
Collection. The first of these was a sculptured stone head of a 
god (see opposite), or probably a posthumous royal portrait 
of a king, dating from the eleventh century. It is one of the 
very finest pieces of sculpture of these forgotten people, the 
Khmers, in this country. The second purchase was a splendid 
sculptured Chinese wooden head of a Bodhisattva with a high 
crown, practically contemporary with the Cambodian piece. 
This head, illustrated opposite page 44, dates from the Sung 
Dynasty (960-1280 A. D.) and came from a ruined temple in 
Honan Province. The only minor purchase of the Department 
was that of some ninth century fragments of Mohammedan 
pottery, which were excavated at Samarra by the British 
Museum. The fragments are for study and identification pur- 
poses only.

THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


The most important gift during the year was that of C. T. 
Loo, a large stone head of Buddha of the T’ang Dynasty (618- 
g07 A. D.) from the grottoes of Lung Mén, the “Dragon’s 
Gate,” just south of the city of Honan-fu, which will be shortly 
placed on exhibition. The same donor also presented the 
Museum with a small and very fine Chien yao (Temmoku) tea 
bowl of the Sung Dynasty. Other gifts were three Japanese 
woodcarvings (ramma) and a pair of small carved shrine doors 
from J. Templeman Coolidge, Jr., a trustee of the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts. These decorative pieces have been 
loaned since the opening of the Museum and have been ex- 
hibited almost constantly in the Japanese Gallery. 

During the year special exhibitions were held in Gallery XI 
of Chinese and Japanese paintings lent by Mrs. Chauncey J. 
Blair and of the Wade Collection of Japanese woodblock prints. 
The Near Eastern Gallery was rearranged several times with 
rugs and rug fragments; sumptuous Turkish and Indian textiles, 
gifts of J. H. Wade; musical instruments from the Charles King 
Collection; Indian sculpture; and Persian and Indian minia- 
tures, the Museum’s small collection of the latter being supple- 
mented by loans from H. Kevorkian. In January the Chinese 
Gallery was arranged with several important objects lent by 
C. T. Loo, which were exhibited together with Museum mate- 
rial. Later in the month the Gallery was rearranged with the 
main emphasis placed on bronzes and ceramics, while the stone 
sculpture was moved to a particularly appropriate position 
under the loggia in the Garden Court. Later in the year Museum 
owned paintings and a case of beautiful sang-de-boeuf porcelain, 
lent by Ralph King, were exhibited. Our Japanese Collection is 
still so small that it precludes any extensive rearrangement. 
Screens painted by masters of the Tosa and Kano schools were 
lent by W. G. Mather. The Department is still enjoying the 
continued loan by T. Kuroda of a number of beautiful mis- 
cellaneous objects. 

The needs of the Department are so extensive in almost every 
direction that only a general mention can be made here. Chinese 
paintings, bronzes, porcelains, brocades, rugs, and jades, 
Mohammedan pottery, Persian miniatures, Indian bronze and 
stone sculpture, and above all works of art from the recently 
distressed Empire of Japan are badly needed to fill out the

THE DEPARTMENT OF PRINTS AND DRAWINGS 


‘THEODORE Sizer, Curator 


It is a source of real satisfaction to measure the growth of this 
Department during the past year. Not only have a great many 
of the most obvious gaps been filled, but the Collection as a 
whole is, for the first time, a representative one, and the history 
of the various graphic processes—engraving and etching, wood- 
cutting and lithography—is now at least broadly illustrated. 
The time has come when attention can be centered on special 
fields and subjects which still badly need to be developed. 
Fifteenth century engravings and woodcuts are, of course, 
always acceptable to any print department. Most of the poor 
prints that were turned out four hundred years ago have long 
since been destroyed and what has remained to come down to 
us are those which people have treasured for centuries. There 
has scarcely ever been a time when the mark of the great 
Albrecht Diirer was not respected. Of modern prints, by neces- 
sity, there has been no such process of elimination, so we have 
with us the good and the bad. The good should be sponsored by 
the museums at this particular time, when prices are low and 
reputations still to be made. Of the work of the older masters, 
the Department is still lamentably lacking in French engravings 
of the eighteenth century, those delightful and highly finished 
story-telling prints in color and black and white; in English 
mezzotints of the same century; and then in such specialties as 
the works of Bewick, the father of woodengraving, Daumier 
and Gavarni, accomplished artists and great lithographers; 
while such fields as that of book illustrations as yet have not 
been entered. 

The policy of the Department has been to purchase only 
those prints which are not to be found in the portfolios of the 
private collector, with the hope that many local collections may 
eventually pass into the custody of the Museum, and that, at 
least, the Museum may be able to borrow them for exhibition 
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purposes. Many of the exhibitions held during the past year 
would have been far from complete had it not been for the 
generosity of several lenders. 

The most important gifts of the year were the Whistler 
etchings and lithographs given by Mr. and Mrs. Ralph King, 
which make a magnificent showing together with the Whistler 
prints presented by the same donors last year. Leonard C. 
Hanna’s gift of 36 miscellaneous prints has done much to 
strengthen the collection where it was most needed. The Print 
Club continues to be a great help and benefactor. Although 
fewer prints were received from it this year than last, their 
importance far outweighs their number. Several artists have 
given copies of their best work, a practice which it is hoped 
will become more widespread. During the past year 284 prints 
were presented by various donors while 211 were purchased by 
the Museum, making a total of 495. The total prints acquired 
during 1922 was 508, the Museum acquiring 299 through gift 
and 209 through purchase. But numbers alone signify nothing. 
It is hoped that the reader may find time to examine the com- 
plete list of accessions. 

Much effort still needs to be expended in the matter of draw- 
ings. The development of the Print Collection has come along 
surprisingly well, the building up of a supplementary collection 
of reproductions of important prints being well under way. 
The Department, on the other hand, possesses only thirty-one 
drawings, of which twenty-four are modern American. Draw- 
ings often have the grace that the completed engraving lacks 
and are usually more helpful to the student than finished prints 
or paintings. Anyone who has studied the drawings by the old 
masters in the Louvre cannot but appreciate not only their 
significance but their practical helpfulness. They take us behind 
the scenes, so to speak, and show us how the masterpiece was 
done, and done by those who best knew how. If a museum is to 
be a potent force in the development of art in the community 
which it serves, it should by all means have not necessarily a 
large, but a representative collection of drawings. Practically 
every artist, who is worth his salt, will confirm this. 

There have been several changes in the personnel of the 
Department during the year. Harriet C. Arthur, who has done 
most efficient work both in the Library and in the Print De- 
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partment, left last August, after two years of devoted service, 
to become Mrs. D’Arcy Porter. Phoebe Cutler, Radcliffe, ’23, 
came to the Museum to fill this vacancy, as Assistant to the 
Curator. A great deal of valuable work has been done during 
the past year for the first time by volunteer help. The mounting 
and classifying of hundreds of prints at a time takes an enor- 
mous amount of labor, and especial thanks are due to Mrs. 
Rutherford Meade Shepard, Elizabeth King, and to Mrs. 
Ralph McGean for the helpful service they have rendered. 

The following detailed list is a complete record of gifts, pur- 
chases, and exhibitions. It is hoped that its perusal will be both 
pleasurable and instructive.

During the year 1923 a number of objects were recommended 
by the Curator but only two were acquired, the important pair 
of portraits of Judge William Smith and his wife, Mary Het 
Smith, by Gustavus Hesselius, who was born in Sweden and 
came to Philadelphia with his parents in 1711 and died there in 
1755. 

Attention is again called to the fact that the Collection lacks 
examples of the work of John Trumbull, John Johnston, Edward 
Savage, John Wollaston, Mather Brown, Samuel F. B. Morse, 
Francis Alexander, Ralph Earl, John Vanderlyn, Chester 
Harding, Jeremiah Theus, and Henry Inman. It is hoped that 
examples by these men may be added from time to time as 
fine examples are available. 

Additions should also be made of good examples by the early 
American miniature painters and silversmiths. While a con- 
siderable collection of silver is now shown, it must be remem- 


bered that all but a few pieces of this is on loan from eastern 
collectors. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF MUSICAL ARTS 


Dovctas Moore, Curator 


The policy of the Department of Musical Arts, to place music 
in the Museum on an artistic and educational footing com- 
patible with that of other Museum Departments, has been 
carried out in the past year with gratifying results. In attempt- 
ing to establish the side of music which may be included legiti- 
mately in a museum’s activities, experimentation is of course 
necessary, inasmuch as precedent is practically non-existent. 
It is interesting to note that while nearly every art museum in 
the country is making experiments in the line of music, The 
Cleveland Museum of Art is the only one with a department of 
musical art codperating on an equal basis with the Museum’s 
other Departments. 

The most important experiment at present being made by 
the Department of this Museum is in the matter of so-called 
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musical exhibitions. Music existing through the medium of the 
ears, as contrasted with painting’s appeal to the eye, can only 
be exhibited by performance. The usual recital does not exhibit 
music from the same point of view as the Museum, for instance, 
exhibits painting. The average program of music is made up 
with an idea of displaying the performer to advantage rather 
than to show the beauties of the music. Another consideration 
in making up a program of the usual sort is more often than 
not, will the public like it? From the museum standpoint the 
popularity of a work is irrelevant in determining its selection. 
In making up a program for a museum concert the great 
determining factor must not be agreeableness to the per- 
former in performing or the audience in listening but rather the 
inherent musical excellence of the piece selected as shown by 
the critical estimate of history or in the case of a modern work, 
by the trained judgment of a specialist. Museum music can 
emphasize this feature in a way which distinguishes a museum 
concert from the ordinary concert as much as an exhibition of 
painting will differ from the grouping of pictures in the art 
section of a department store. 

The Beethoven Quartets, sixteen in number, one of the most 
inspired contributions to music by one of its greatest geniuses 
are, at present, being exhibited by a competent quartet in a 
series of concerts which is to extend over two years. Two 
quartets are presented in a single evening and the audience is 
provided with program notes discussing the historical and 
artistic aspect of each quartet as it is played. Such a series of 
concerts, which would be extremely unprofitable financially, is 
possible for an endowed institution and is of unquestionable 
value to the community from a cultural point of view. So far 
two of these concerts have been given and the attendance has 
averaged over 500, the capacity of the Lecture Hall. 

In similar fashion the organ is used to give a hearing to the 
finest programs of music written especially for the organ. The 
Museum, in addition to regular fortnightly recitals given by 
the Department’s own organists, has during the past season 
given monthly organ recitals by organists of international 
reputation. Among these Joseph Bonnet, Marcel Dupré, Lynn- 
wood Farnam, Harry B. Jepson, and Archibald Davison have 
been heard for the first time in Cleveland. In order to secure 
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the best possible effect from the organ it was decided to re- 
locate the instrument in the balcony of the Garden Court. 
This change has necessitated the temporary discontinuance of 
recitals during the last half of the year but the remodeled 
organ will be heard on January sixteenth when Charles Cour- 
boin, organist of the Wanamaker auditoriums of New York and 
Philadelphia, will give a recital. After this date regular recitals 
will be resumed. 

The analysis and performance of chamber music, which has 
been a monthly event for some years, has been continued with 
increasing success. These lectures, given usually by Thomas 
Whitney Surette of Concord, Massachusetts, and illustrated 
by artists of recognized merit, have built up a large, intelligent 
public for chamber music, and the hall is generally filled upon 
such occasions. The Department is most fortunate in having 
the services of so distinguished a lecturer as Mr. Surette for 
this work, which he, himself, originated in Cleveland. The large 
audiences, which have enthusiastically responded to the per- 
formances of the Beethoven Quartets, are in themselves a 
tribute to Mr. Surette’s work as a musical educator. 

On Sunday afternoons music events of a more popular nature 
have been held. Monthly lectures on Great Masters of Music 
by the Curator with illustrations from their works have proved 
more successful from the point of view of attendance than had 
the Department’s previous community singing. Informal 
music events, such as recitals of a special character or talks 
about music, have been given monthly in the Lecture Hall. 
Included among these events was a recital on the Clavilux or 
Color Organ by Thomas Wilfred in January. This recital, which 
was given in codperation with the Educational and Member- 
ship Departments drew the largest attendance of the year. 
The hall was filled four times to capacity and still all the people 
could not be accommodated. The average of all the Sunday 
events even without the Clavilux engagement has been practi- 
cally the capacity of the hall. 

The Department has codperated with the Educational De- 
partment in participation in the weekly Saturday children’s 
entertainments. Each entertainment is prefaced by fifteen 
minutes of singing of folk songs and monthly musical enter- 
tainments have been given for children. Also, as formerly, 
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singing and appreciation classes for children of members have 
been weekly occurrences. Enrollment in these classes has be- 
come so large that, in spite of the fact that there are four 
groups, it is extremely difficult to take care of all who wish to 
participate in this activity. Further educational work was done 
through codperating with normal schools in a course of fifteen 
lectures on the appreciation of music, given by the Curator for 
prospective teachers. 

An experiment in teaching of appreciation of music to public 
school children has been under way for several months and 
promises to have important results. In this work the Depart- 
ment is assisted by the Cleveland Orchestra and the Music De- 
partment of the Cleveland public schools. A series of six lectures 
upon selected orchestral compositions is given, followed by a 
concert by the orchestra, in which the pieces studied are played. 
Children of the seventh grade are eligible for this work and are 
chosen for special aptitude by the music supervisor of the 
school. A quota, based on the number of students in the school, 
is allowed for each school. There will be a series of three con- 
certs and lectures during this season and when the quotas 
allowed are filled, twelve hundred children will benefit by this 
instruction. Mr. Quimby, assistant in the Department, has 
given the first set of lectures, and the first concert took place 
December seventeenth in the East Technical High School 
auditorium. The Department is indebted to The Music Fund of 
Boston, Massachusetts, for contributions toward carrying on 
this work. The Department has codperated with the Cleveland 
Institute of Music in forming the Cleveland Choral Society, 
directed by Ernest Bloch, which is dedicated to the purpose of 
the study and performance of the highest forms of choral 
music. The chorus rehearses weekly at the Museum. 

The Department is maintained by an endowment fund 
created by Mrs. P. J. McMyler and her daughters in memory 
of P. J. McMyler. In addition to this fund it received from the 
Juilliard Foundation two thousand dollars toward the expense 
of carrying out the organ program, during the past year. 

The staff of the Department has remained unchanged during 
the past year. It consists of the following: Douglas Moore, 
Curator; Arthur W. Quimby, Assistant; and Thomas Whitney 
Surette, Advisor.

MEMBERSHIP WORK 
I. T. Frary, Secretary 

PUBLICITY 
The Museum has been kept constantly before the public during 
the past year through the pages of numerous publications 
reaching readers of every class, and not only has the quantity 
of space secured been greater than during 1922, but there has 
been an appreciable gain in quality. 

A special number of Art and Archaeology, devoted to 
“Cleveland as an Art Center, was edited by this Department, 
and contained much material of value regarding the Museum. 

A series of new articles, sometimes accompanied by photo- 
graphs showing the Museum, its activities, and accessions, is 
being released to leading newspapers throughout the United 
States, and one of the news syndicates is releasing brief stories 
to a large number of newspapers throughout the state of Ohio. 

The local papers continue to carry regular weekly art 
columns for which the Museum furnishes information and 
photographs, and the foreign language newspapers are furnished 
short articles as suitable subject matter is available. 

The rotogravure sections of the Sunday papers are using con- 
siderable Museum material, and house organs, club magazines, 
and other publications borrow Museum cuts and photographs 
and ask for occasional special articles. Events of general interest 
such as the opening of Tutankhamen’s tomb produce a flood of 
requests for illustrative and informational material. The only 
limit to the amount of copy which can be published is the limi- 
tation of time available for its preparation. 
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Members of the staff have contributed articles to publications 
of national circulation and it is felt that such articles are of 
great value to the Museum. Requests for exhibition material to 
be used in show windows have been numerous, and, if they 
could be granted, a most valuable avenue of publicity might be 
developed, but the lack of suitable objects and time to properly 
handle the work has made it impossible to meet most of these 
requests. 

Although the Publicity Department is now functioning to 
practically the limit of capacity, it is planned during the coming 
year to bring The Cleveland Museum of Art increasingly before 
the reading public throughout the country and to create in 
Cleveland and its vicinity a greater appreciation for the work 
which the Museum is accomplishing and the opportunities 
which it offers. 


MEMBERSHIP WORK 


The aim of the Membership Department during the past year 
has been not so much to make a spectacular increase in its 
enrollment as to insure a feeling of real sympathetic interest 
toward the Museum in the minds of those who become mem- 
bers. They have been asked to support it because of the service 
the Museum is rendering the community rather than for the 
personal benefits which their membership may afford them 
individually. 

Intensive campaigns for new members, such as the one con- 
ducted in the fall of 1922, bring in large numbers, but there 
usually follows an aftermath of losses from resignations and 
cancellations, because so many of the memberships are taken 
out in response to an emotional appeal or to gratify the request 
of a solicitor, and not because of a desire to further the work 
which they are asked to assist. 

An increasingly large membership is essential to the Museum 
for both the moral and financial support which it affords, and as 
losses are inevitable, due to death, removal from the city and 
for various personal reasons, there must be constant additions 
to the membership roll to maintain it at a fixed level, to say 
nothing of increasing it. These conditions necessitate continued 
effort in bringing in new members and retaining the loyalty of 
those already enrolled.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLICITY AND MEMBERSHIP WORK 


Some people, unfamiliar with the Museum’s finances, fail to 
understand the necessity for membership income and assume 
that trusts and endowments provide ample funds to meet all 
needs. Many explanations would be unnecessary if it were 
more generally understood that the income from much of the 
endowment is restricted to the purchase of works of art for the 
collections, and that without the income derived from member- 
ships it would be impossible under present conditions to meet 
the budget. 

That our members are sympathetic is evidenced by the large 
number who have increased their contributions by transferring 
to higher classes of membership, not because of any increased 
benefits received from the transfer but that they may do their 
part in developing the Museum’s work. Members do, of course, 
enjoy privileges of great value. The classes for members’ chil- 
dren alone afford training which, if provided by private tutors, 
would cost many times the dues paid by the majority of those 
whose children are benefited. 

Many of the advantages which the Museum affords are of 
course available to all without cost, yet it is gratifying to see 
that few decline to take membership for that reason. On the 
contrary, most regard it in the same light as their obligation to 
the church or to other institutions conducted for the benefit of 
the community. 

The statistics on page 62 show a decrease in the actual num- 
ber of members during the year but this is largely offset by the 
number who have increased the amount of their support. 

The close of the year was marked by a serious loss to the 
Department through the resignation of Mrs. Mildred J. 
Prentiss. She had been in the Department about four years, 
previous to which time she had been connected with the 
Chicago Historical Society. She at first worked with Miss 
Margaret Numsen, under whose skillful and efficient manage- 
ment the Department was built up, and when Miss Numsen 
left she continued to carry on the work, assuming the greater 
portion of its routine. Miss Marion Rannells, who has been giv- 
ing part time assistance through the year, resigned at the same 
time, to take up other work, so that a considerable reorganiza- 
tion of the Department is necessitated. Miss Archange Howland 
and Miss Jacqueline Maher have been secured to fill the vacancies. 
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THE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATIONAL WORK 


RossirErR Howarp, Curator 


The work of this Department during 1923 has developed more 
in effectiveness than extent, though there has also been a con- 
siderable increase in most of the activities and we have had to 
add a new teacher for the Saturday morning classes and another 
for Sunday afternoons. Parochial schools have begun to send 
classes in considerable numbers; the schools of the suburban 
towns, especially Cleveland Heights, have more fully systema- 
tized their Museum studies; and the teachers of Cuyahoga 
County held their annual four-day institute here and put half of 
the program into the hands of the Museum staff. In general, the 
Museum has a wider reach beyond the Cleveland Public Schools 
than heretofore. But this growth has come normally and almost 
without effort; the important study of the Department has been 
to model its work with greater nicety to accomplish its aims. 

Within the Public School system, the Staff members, without 
distinction between those paid by the Board of Education and 
those paid by the Museum, have done a considerable work in 
the school buildings, helping the schools to accomplish certain 
work in appreciation more widely than if it were limited to the 
classes at the Museum. This is a necessary work in a community 
of a million people, in which the children are of vastly greater 
numbers than can be accommodated in the Museum building. 
It helps the work of the school teacher and increases the value 
of each visit that the pupil pays to the Museum. 

Closely connected with this extension of work is the growing 
demand for teachers’ meetings at the Museum. This work has 
grown so large that we have reported the statistics apart from 
those of lectures, in which they had hitherto been included. 
These meetings have, in fact, ceased to be lectures and have 
become conferences, with mutual exchanges of counsel between 
the teachers and supervisors of the schools and the Educational 
Staff. 

A change in the same direction has been made in the subject 
of the Museum course for public school teachers at the School 
of Education; for the History of Art has been substituted the 
Teaching of Art Appreciation in the Elementary Schools. 
Twenty-eight teachers and principals, for the most part from 
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the Cleveland Public Schools, are taking this course and con- 
tributing to its success from their experience in their own 
schools. 

Again, we have undertaken in codperation with the Depart- 
ments of Psychology and History at the School of Education 
an experiment of testing the results of Museum teaching on 
some 2,000 children of varying grades of intelligence. The result 
of this first year’s work will scarcely more than indicate the 
form of a second year’s experiment; but meanwhile the children 
will have the benefit of very thoughtfully planned teaching. 

Another valuable change of procedure has been with the 
classes of prospective teachers from the School of Education. 
Each group now makes three visits to study some department 
of the collections with Miss Underhill, and then goes to observe 
Miss Horton teach the same subject to a class of school chil- 
dren. The double attack has strengthened the interest and driven 
home the knowledge through direct application. A similar 
plan is being followed at the Museum of Natural History. 

Perhaps the most salient change in the work was that fore- 
seen when Miss Underhill was given charge of the Textile Col- 
lections. The doubling of the number of classes who come to the 
Museum “‘self-conducted,” that is under their own teachers, is 
due to the better opportunity to study design in the Textile 
Room. There are no statistics to show the great numbers of 
students who come individually to study in that room. 

The Saturday morning classes of children have nearly 
doubled in numbers and the teaching has been more unified and 
better, due partly to individual experience and partly to the 
free discussion in our weekly departmental staff meetings. The 
aim of these classes is appreciation. That the classes have also 
helped to develop ability is shown by the progress of our chil- 
dren who have gone on into the School of Art. About thirty of 
our Museum children are now working in the Art School 
Saturday class, and an advanced class has been started, in 
which half of the students are those who began their study in 
the Museum classes. 

The School of Art has given this year a still more generous 
number of scholarships to our children, eight full scholarships 
and eight half scholarships for the Saturday classes, besides one 
scholarship for the full course. 
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Miss Josephine Jenks has again given $100 to a scholarship 
fund, awarded as last year to Michael Sarisky, who is working 
half-time at the School of Art and half-time at Longwood 
Commercial High School. 

Each of the Museum children at the School of Art was given 
a special card to the Print Room last summer, and many of 
them came and studied diligently. In the fall the Curator of 
Prints met the group in the Print Room to demonstrate the 
technique of etching and give them the feeling that their 
welcome extended beyond the Children’s Museum. The Print 
Department has been a great source of strength to our Depart- 
ment, freely lending us prints and drawings, helping in instruc- 
tion, and strengthening our work at many points. 

Indeed, the curators of the other departments have codper- 
ated with us as never before, both in material and counsel, even 
attending the Educational Staff meetings, enlivening the dis- 
cussions and helping to build a sort of unity of doctrine, 
elastically subject to differences of personality. 

The Children’s Museum is bursting its walls, constantly 
hampered for space to show works of art peculiarly adapted to 
children. As to space for children, we have been forced to annex 
the east attic, which now makes two good class rooms with the 
possiblity of becoming children’s galleries. 

Thousands of drawings made in the Children’s Museum 
without instruction have been classified according to the age of 
the child and are becoming available as data for the study of 
the tendencies of the children’s art instincts and susceptibilities, 
variable according to age, sex, and race. They help to guide us in 
teaching aimed to sharpen observation and to develop sensi- 
bility to form, color, design, and the several emotional elements 
of the experience of beauty. 

We are working with a committee of the Women’s City Club 
which is codperating with the Public Schools in handling chil- 
dren of especially high intelligence. This is particularly impor- 
tant in these days when democratic education is in danger of 
burying leadership in a standard of mediocrity. Work with 
these accelerated classes gives us a larger opportunity and 
brings to our aid additional expert council in psychology. 

In the work for adults the important changes have been 
those mentioned in connection with teachers and students at 
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the School of Education. For the rest, we have given the usual 
courses of weekly Friday evening lectures, the Sunday after- 
noon talks, the course of lectures for college students, the work 
with women’s clubs, considerably increased this year, espe- 
cially at the time of the exhibition of work by Cleveland 
artists, and the class for Museum members, to which has been 
added a second members’ class on Saturday mornings. The 
out-of-town talks have been fewer this year than last, the 
audiences coming to some 6,000 fewer owing to one course of 
lectures given by the Curator the year before which added 
largely to the statistics of that year. 

We had rather hoped that in connection with the develop- 
ment of the Textile Department we might begin some tentative 
work with the sales forces in stores, but beyond an occasional 
talk there has been no surplus time or energy to put into such 
work. So we are content to base a report of progress in the field 
of adult instruction on the changes aimed more nearly to meet 
the needs of teachers. 

The loan collection is considerably improved, owing to a 
generous appropriation by the Trustees and diligent searching 


at home and in Europe. Acquisitions have been made as 
follows:

The improvement of the loan collection has led to a larger use 
of it by art teachers of the high schools and junior high schools. 
The exhibits in the branches of the Public Library have this 
year been put on schedule. The librarians receive the list of ex- 
hibits, choose those they would like for six months or so in 
advance, have on hand books relating to the subject, and 
sometimes notify schools of the neighborhood. So in general the 
extension work is better in material and in organization. 

The greatest need of the Department is space. Now that the 
former Conference Room has been assigned to the Print Depart- 
ment, and the Textile Study Room is constantly used for textile 
study, frequently there is no room available for club meetings 
and conferences, and the Children’s Museum is inadequate 
both for exhibitions and for children.

THE LIBRARY 


G. Sixt, Librarian 


Each year the Library is widening the sphere of its influence 
from its main purpose of serving the Museum staff to that of 
giving assistance to all interested in art subjects and, by means 
of the loan collections of photographs and slides, reaching out 
to those who might not otherwise be touched by the Museum 
work. From the collection of 8,500 lantern slides 10,549 were 
loaned for use in schools, churches, clubs, and other groups 
chiefly in Cleveland and its suburbs. A lantern has been added 
to the equipment to be loaned free to members and to others 
for a small fee. 

Current newspaper material has been made available by the 
addition of approximately 10,000 clippings to the file. Pamphlet 
and newspaper information on individual artists now covers 
3,209 names and forms a valuable reference resource, especially 
in regard to contemporary artists. 

The additions to the book collection by gift, purchase, and 
binding have brought the total number of volumes in the 
Library to 5,555. Reference material has been increased by the 
concluding volume of Bénézit and the 15 volumes now pub- 
lished of Thieme and Becker, both dictionaries of artists. 
Accessions of importance in the general collection include The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art publication on the Tomb of 
Puyemré at Thebes; the new edition of The Georgian Period 
by W. R. Ware; Romanesque Sculpture of the Pilgrimage 
Roads by A. Kingsley Porter; La Céramique dans |’Art d’Ex- 
treme Orient by Henri Riviére; The Palace of Minos at Knos- 
sos by Sir Arthur Evans; and the following periodicals: Printing 
Art, 23 volumes; Country Life, 10 volumes; and Gazette des 
Beaux-arts, 64 volumes. 
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The Print Study Room has this year taken over the books 
relating to prints, which, in their new quarters, are available to 
staff and public as before. Among the works acquired for this 
Department are Histoire Illustrée de la Gravure en France 
by Francois Courboin; Les Graveurs du Dix-huitiéme Siécle by 
Portalis and Béraldi; and Die Kupferstiche des Meister E. S. 
by Max Geisberg. 

Exhibitions of Library material illustrating the Franklin 
bi-centenary, Gothic tapestries, Pictures for the home, and 
Romanesque sculpture have brought out the resources of the 
Library; and the European and Oriental manuscripts lent by 
Otto F. Ege and the fine bindings of Gertrude Stiles correlate 
with the Library interests.

DEPARTMENT OF PHOTOGRAPHY AND PRINTING 
E. A. Rucctes, In Charge 


During the year 1923 this Department has continued the 
making of photographs, and printing as described in the Annual 
Report for 1922, producing a somewhat greater volume of 
work. 

No new equipment has been added either in the photograph 
studio or the print shop, although during December new electric 
wires were run to the workrooms to eliminate the badly over- 


loaded old lines. 
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The reproductions in color of four paintings, upon which the 
publishers worked so long, are finished and are now on sale. 
These are the most important new items added to the sales- 
room stock during the year. 

The photograph studio produced photographs of various 
kinds and lantern slides, for which other departments were 
charged $2,859.93. 

Stationery, office forms, calendars, weekly post cards, 
programs and exhibition labels, amounting to $4,687.70 were 
made in the print shop.

DEPARTMENT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 
Joun W. McCase, Superintendent 


Through six years of continuous service, our heating plant 
has proved a source of satisfaction. In order to keep a uniform 
condition of humidity and temperature in our galleries and 
storage, it is necessary to operate the plant continually day and 
night throughout the heating season. During the summer 
months it is necessary on humid days to furnish heat during the 
night, thus preventing any damage that might take place in the 
galleries due to excessive moisture. As mentioned in former 
reports our system will never be absolutely perfect until we 
install a dehumidifying apparatus. During the year there were 
81g tons of coal consumed in heating the Museum. 
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Our ventilating and heating system has been in constant use 
for the past six years and is still working satisfactorily, with 
practically no repairs necessary. 

The air-washing and conditioning system has been in con- 
stant operation for the past seven years and is still working in a 
satisfactory manner. With this installation we can regulate our 
humidity, as well as eliminate amazing quantities of dirt. The 
total cost of operating the heating, lighting, and ventilating 
system for the year was $23,636.07. 

During the year we have completed painting the walls of 
Gallery XII; removed fabric and washed walls of Gallery I, 
and washed and painted all rooms on the ground floor. It has 
been found necessary to replace 24 lights of glass on our sky- 
light. The cause of this damage was due to the expansion and 
contraction of the glass. 

On August twenty-second, Mr. Atkins, of the Skinner Organ 
Company, began dismantling the organ in the room over the east 
end of the Garden Court. On September fifteenth this Depart- 
ment supplied the necessary men to dismantle the organ 
chamber and completed this work on September twenty-sixth. 
The organ is now located on the balcony at the west end of the 
Garden Court and the reinstallation should be completed by 
January, 1924. 

The condition of the grounds has been practically unchanged 
during the year. One tree was planted on the west side of the 
building by Troop 16 of the Girl Scouts of Trinity Cathedral. 

The plants in the Garden Court have held their own fairly 
well. It is, nevertheless, a difficult problem to keep plants thriv- 
ing and fresh in this room, because it does not get sunlight, 
owing to the present sub-skylight. The glass in the first row on 
the north and south sides of the skylight over the Garden Court 
has been replaced by wire screens, which it is felt will be of great 
benefit to the plants. 

There is but one solution to this problem, and that is to erect 
a palm house near the Museum, where these plants could be 
placed until they revive, and thus always be kept fresh. 

The Carpenter Shop has continued to prove exceedingly 
useful and with it we were able to meet all the demands made 
by various departments for cases, pedestals, etc. Through the 
operation of our own shop it is possible to exercise personal 
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supervision over the work and to make any necessary changes 
during construction. This, of course, could not be done with an 
outside shop. 

There were 279 finished shop orders, aggregating $5,466.24. 
Among these the most important were for the building of two 
print cases for the Print Study Room; six gumwood pedestals 
and twelve bases for same; one hundred and twenty-five print 
frames; eighteen free standing South Kensington type cases for 
The Art Institute of Chicago; and one twelve-section quartered 
oak textile cabinet for the Textile Study Room. 

The Lunch Room, which has been in operation since the 
opening of the Museum, has continued to prove a source of 
comfort to the employees and the many visitors. Many clubs 
were served with luncheon or afternoon tea either before or 
after visiting the galleries. During the year just closed 17,225 
patrons were served. 

The Department has handled 1,180 shipments. Of these go8 
were incoming shipments and 272 outgoing. 

The Department supplied the necessary men to install and 
dismantle 24 exhibitions during the year, and also to rearrange 
the various galleries throughout the Museum. All of this was 
done in addition to the regular routine work. 

The total cost of operating the Department of Buildings and 
Grounds for the year 1923 was $60,722.07. 

The Department on November gth, 1923, suffered a loss in 
the death of one of its custodians, James B. Kerr. This 
year’s report would not be complete without an expression of 
appreciation of his three years of faithful service. 

The following force is employed in the Buildings and Grounds 
Department at this time: The Superintendent, two assistants, 
one stenographer and one clerk; one engineer, one assistant 
engineer, three firemen for winter service, eight custodians, one 
door man on main floor, two inside night watchmen, one car- 
penter, one painter (for part time only), three utility men, four 
porters (one temporary), one gardener, one assistant gardener; 
and in the Lunch Room, one chef, one second cook and one 
waitress. With the above it is possible to take care of the regular 
work of the Museum. However, when work is required to be 
done in haste, it is necessary to hire extra temporary help.
